The counsel in the Maxwell trial are making 
the efforts of their lives up to date.

Whether the best thatcan be 
said for him will avail, rests with the jury and 
the case with which impressions are made on 
them. 

Ihave watched the jury and I do not take 
the members of it to be unusually impres- 
sionable.

Republic, was arrested charged with embezzle- 
ment of , There was little doubt of 
Bigelow's guilt, and he made it all the worse 
by endeavoring, while on the witness’ stand, 
to throw suspicion on a dead comrade. Bige- 
low remained in Jail a year and a halt before 
he was convicted. During that time his wife 
died of a broken heartand was buriedin the 
graveyard adjoining the Jail. The au- 
thorities refused Bigelow permission 
to attend the funeral, and he witnessed the 
interment from a window in the Jail. Shortiy 
after he was sentenced to five years in the 
Penitentiary’, where he has since been, serv- 
ing outhisterm. Abont six months ago Dr. 
Greene of the Calvary ptist Church of this 
city went to Dr. Sunderland and told him that 
the seven little children of Bigelow had but 
one relative in the world, a grandfather; that 
they were in danger of starvation and must 
soon go to the Poor-house. He made sostrong 
an appeal that the Doctor broke th: ough his 
invariable rule and took Dr. Greene to the 
White House to see the President. There Dr. 
Greene mode just as strong an appeal, but the 
President did not appear to be convinced. He 
asked what assurance there was that Bigelow 
could or would provide for his children in 
case he was pardoned—and finally put off Dr. 
Greene with some excuse. The matter 
had almost assed from Dr. Sun- 
derland's mind. Yesterday morning, 
when he had finished his visit at the White 
House, and was about to say Good mornh- 
ing, the President remarked that he had 
been thinking of ‘‘those seven little chil- 
dren.’’ The doctor could not at first recall 
the matter, but the President brought it back 
to his memory. ‘‘I have been thinking of 
those seven little children,’’ he said, and I 
have just signed Bigelow’s pardon.’’

The first 
sign of the President’s departure was 
the return of the White House carriage. The 
President’s big bays were covered with foam 
and dust. At the Baltimore & Ohio depot 
there were newspaper men all over the 
tracks and through every train, but it was not 
until the President had been gone twenty 
minutes that the Superintendent revealed the 
fact. Six newspaper men left on the 
10:10 train for Deer Park.

LABOUCHERE IN THE NEWS. 

Lowpon, June 3.—Mr. Labouchere writes to 
the News: The number of Liberals who are 
certain to oppose the second reading of the 
home-rule bill is seventy; therefore, if the 
bill is defeated it will be through adroit 
maneuvers by wire-puliers of the Hartington 
and Chamberlain combination. It was under- 
stood that the Hartingtonians would be ex- 
cluded from the Chamberlain meeting. As a 
matter of fact, all the objectors tothe details 
of the bill who avowed that they were satis- 
fied with Gladstone’s concessions were ex- 
cluded, while the presence of a strong con- 
tingent of Hartingtonians was secured. Fifty- 
four members attended the meeting. Four 
of these favored the bill and twelve 
favored abstention from voting. Deduct- 
ing the twenty-two Hartingtonians who were 
present, there were, therefore, sixteen op- 
posed to voting against the bill and sixteen in 
favor of opposing the measure. The net was 
spread and the birds walked intoit. I hope 
these gentiemen will escape from the toils be- 
fore it is too late. I would suggest to the ob- 
jectors to the details of the bill, who have 
hurried into pledges and promizes, and who, 
realizing the trickery by which those promises 
were obtained, are recovering that indepen- 
dence of action of which they boast, that they 
reserve their decision as to how they will vote 
until they have heard Mr. Gladstone define his 
position at the end of the debate. Had he 
been a persistent enemy of Liberal progress, 
instead of a leader of that party, they could 
not treat him with more contumely.’’ 

A MINISTER'S ADDRESS. 

One hundred non-conformist ministers of 
Derby and Nottingham have signed an address 
of confidence in Gladstone’s Irish policy. Rev. 
Mr. Spurgeon, one of the signers, has written 
a second letter, in which he asks it it is im- 
possible for those desirous of the welfare of 
Ireland and the unity of the Empire to devise 
a more possible scheme. ‘‘I cannot,’’ said 
Mr. Spurgeon, ‘‘look forward with compla- 
cency upon the possibility of the Ulsterites be- 
ing abandoned and of an established Irish 
Oatholic Church; yet these are by no means 
the greatest evils we foresee in the near future 
should the suggested policy become a fact.

HERR MOST, BRAUNSCHWEIG AND SCHENCK 
TAKEN TO THE PENITENTIARY. 


The Bl 
Recorder Smyth—The Sentences—At the 
Prison—Most Assigned to the Blacksmith 
Shep—Two Mectings Preve Fizzles — Col- 
lecting Money to Pay Mest’s Fine. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dtsraren. 

New York, June 8.—Herr Most, shaven, 
shorn and subdued, spent last night in the 
Penitentiary on Blackweli’s Island. Yester- 
day had been fixed by Recorder Smyth for the 
sentence of the three convicted riot-provok- 
ers, and so when the van ran down from the 
Tombs to the General Sessions Building the 
three were packed in with the petty crimi- 
nals. At 11:80 o’clock when Assistant District 
Attorney Fellows made the formal motion 
that sentence be passed, they were led out be- 
side their lawyer. There was no bluster, no 
tearing up of society by the roots, but instead 
they stood in line very meek and very much 
frightened when brvuught face to face with 
justice in the person of Recorder Smyth, 
Lawyer Howe, on their behalf, made a motion 
for a new trial on the ground that the verdict 
| was not warranted by the evidence; that the 
verdict was against the weight of evidence; 
that the introduction of the books and papers 
found inthe room where Most was dragged 
from beneath the bed was an error, and fur- 
thur, because of errors in the charge and the 
refusal of the Court to grant separate trials. 
The Court promptly denied the motion, 
and then Lawyer Howe reminded the re- 
corder of the re m to mercy 
in the case of Schenck. The Recorder spoke 


with something more than his usual firmness 
and evidently meant that his words should go 
beyond the court-room to the rank and file of 
the prisoners’ followers. He said: ‘‘Most 
Schenck and Braunschweig, after a fair and 
impartial trial, in which you were defended 
by counsel of marked ability, and were tried 
before a jury of unusual intelligence and 
inipartiality, you were properly convicted of 
the offense charged in the first count of the 
indictment against you. I shall respect, as I 
uniformly do, the recommendution for mercy 
made by the jury, and 1 particularly respect 
this recommendation as coming from a jury of 
so much intelligence and fearlessness. In fact, 
but for that recommendation I should have 
imposed a much more severe sentence than I 
shall now feel it my duty todo. The evidence 
in this case discloses a state of facts which 
calls upon the Court and jury to do everything 
within the law to punish the offense of which 
you have been found guilty. 
You, MOST, 

have already served several terms in other 
countries from which you were driven on ac- 
count of the doctrines which you preach, and 
the effect of which isto urge others to greater 
crime. Iregret thatthe law does not permit 
me to impose upon you the sentence which I 
should deem proper. You have advocated 
poison, murder and arson, and you have made 
addresses to ignorant foreigners urging 
them to these crimes, not only against 
individuals and § citizens, but against 
society. You have gone so far as to instruct 
domestic servants through your writings how 
to manufacture and minister poisons to 
their employers. You have advocated the 
worst of all crimes, and it is hard to conceive 
of amore reprehensible character than you 
have shown ae orton to possess. In my 
judgment, it useless to waste further 
| words upon one of your character, and the 
sentence of the Court in your case is that you 
be confined inthe Penitentiary for one year 
and pay a fine of , and stand committed to 
pay at the rate of one day per$l. I can only 
regret, as I have said, that the law will not 
permit me to impose a heavier — te 

„There is some distinction, Braunschweig, 
between your case and ttrat of Most: 
Although during the trial you went on the 
stand and denied that you * 2 21 of what 
took place in Germania Hall, 1 have evidence 
which satisfies me that you not only approved 
them, but that you have promulgated the 
identical doctrines which were uttered by your 
master, Most. Although you are not a man of 
his education, and, therefore, have not the 
same capacity for evil, you have done all you 
could, andI sentence you to nine months in 
the Penitentiary and a fine of $250. 

As to you, Schenck, you have shown that 
you had a previous good character; yet, on the 
witness stand you admitted a belief inthe doc- 
trines preached at the meeting mentioned in 
the indictment. You took no further part than 
to preside at the gathering, and the sentence 
in your case is nine mouths in the Penitentiary 
and no fine. 

EN ROUTE TO THE PEN. 

No time was lost in getting the prisoners out 
of court. There was a curious gathering of 
scatterbrain reformers in the building, but 
Most was hurried down to the Tombs, and 
when the other two had reached that piace the 
three were handcuffed together and sent in 
the van to catch the 1:30 O clock boat to Black- 
well’s Island. The wife and daughters of 
Schenck were in court, and he had just time 
to give them a parting salute as he was 
hustied with his leader, Most, out of 
the building. Most was inclined to break 
out in rant, and was asking 1s this 
justice?’’ when the keeper usbhed him 
along, and cut short bis talk with the poser, 
223 satisfied with what you got? Im 
sure nobody else is. Ounce inthe Peniten- 
ti Most was * through the regulation in- 
troduction. His pedigree was taken. was 
searched, and on him was found a silver 
watch, a chain, very showy, but plated, and 
an old leather pocketbook, with many news- 

aper clippings,and less than a dollar in change, 
neluding a 60-cent piece with NR hole 
in it. s personal property made but a beg- 
garly showing, but, such as it was, it was 
carefully wrapped up and will be handed him 
when, if he be a good behaved prisoner and 
the fine of $500 be paid, he will walk out ten 
months hence. Away to the chair of the prison 
barber he was marched, and when he returned 
clad in an ill-fittin striped suit, bis appear- 
ance was almost inhuman. His face, never a 
presentable one, even when the beard was 
on, now showed that a surgical operation, 
performed in Germany, during treatment for 
1 disease, had taken away the entire 
left cheek ,and the remaining skin, drawn over 
the bones, twisted the features out of all hu- 
man resemblance. He was avery imp in tace 
as well as in physical form. He was like a 
wild beast caged, and even the keepers took 
a firmer bold on their stout sticks as they bade 
him fall in behind his fellow convicts and 
marched him away to the task to which he 
had been allotted in the biacksmith shop.

AN EAST SIDE BLAZE. 


Destruction of the Vandalia Freight-House 
by Fire Last Night. 


The east-bound Vandalia freight-house in 
East St. Louis just north ofthe bridge ap- 
proach was, with the exception of the office at 
the east end, entirely destroyed by fire about 
10:30 o’ clock last night. Thiee laden cars of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and dne of the Vandalia 
and one of the Star Union Line were also con- 
sumed. Atthe time the fire broke out the 
only persons in the building were Night Clerk 
James Graham and William Ander- 


son the night caller, and they are com- 
pletely in the dar as to its 
origin. A few minutes before the fire was dis- 
covered Mr. Graham had guns through the 
warehouse, and was sittingat his desk making 
out the east-bound railroad mail, when he 
heard a crackling noise, and opening the ware - 
house door saw that 
THE [NTERIOR WAS IN A BLAZE. 
Anderson then ran and turned on the alarm, 
and Graham endeavored to savethe records, 
but after se out one bundle the heat 
became 80 ntense that it was 
impossible for him return, and 
the records were lost. Chief Lindsay 
and chemical companies Nos. 23 and 12 re- 
sponded tothe alarm as quickly as possible 
but when they arrived it was evident that all 
efforts to save the freight-house would de 
futile and they confined their endeavors to 
reventing the flames from spreading to ad- 
oining buildings and protecting the bridge 
approach from flying sparks. The fire burned 
fiercely for about half an hour and illuminated 
the heavens for miles around. At the time 
the fire broke out there was stored in the 
warehouse 300 bales of cotton, 150 bales of rags 
and a small amount of merchandise. The es- 
timated total loss is $75,000. 
THE ORIGIN 

of the fire is in doubt, but the rallroaa officials 
are strongly, inclined to the opinion that it was 
the work of an incendiary. There are two 
strong bits of evidence iu support of this the- 
ory. The first is that a board below the 
platform had been removed just in the place 
where the fire started. An incident which 
happened while the fire was in ys is also 
thought to be evidence that the building was 
seton fire by some malicious person. Wm. 
Friedland, a special officer of the railway com- 
anies, was making an effort to save some 
ooks, when a man in the crowd who had 
athered on the scene fired two shots at him. 
n the confusion that followed the attempted 
assassin escaped. The East St. Louis Hotel, 
situated just west of the freight house, was 
damaged about $3,000. This amount is fully 
covered by insurance.

The Guests Present—Attorney-General Gar- 
land Would Not Wear a Dress Coat and 


so Stayed Away—Ceremeny as Performed 
by Dr. Sunderlasd—Taken on a Special 
Train to Deer Park 


WASHIN GTON, D. O., June 3. —Last night 
the event in Cleveland 's life—great as his elec- 
tion to the Presidency—his marriage, oc- 
curred. It was quite a ceremony and not 
nearly as democratic as previous gossip had 
presaged. The guests were pleasantly few 
and were received at the White House by Mrs. 
Folsom, her sister, Mrs. Harmon of Buffalo, 
Mrs. Roger of Seneca Falls, Mrs. and Miss 
Huddleston of Detroit, relatives of the bride; 
Miss Cleveland and Mrs. Hoyt. Attorney-General 
Garland was the only member of the Cabinet 
absent. He would not compromise his aver- 
sion to the dress-coat ever for the President 8 
wedding.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 3.—Probably nos

THE FISHERY CONTROVERSY. 


The London Times Comments Severely on 
Mr. Biaine’s Attitude. 


Lonpon, June 8.—The Times, commenting 
on Mr. Biaine’s Portland speech, says: 

„„Mr. Blaine may or may not catch the Irish 
vote by performances such as thatof Tues- 
day’s speech, and so win the prize which, fully 
as much on personal as on political grounds, 
has been snatched from him once and again; 
but we refuse to believe that his ignorant and 
presumptuous rant represents the honest and 
independeut opinion and reflection of the 
Americans. It is peculiarly absurd that he 
should pose as the advocate of a plan which he 
supposes, quite wrongly, of course, would 
piace Ireland in the position of a State of the 
American Union. Hehas been conspicuous, 
for the same reasous which now make him a 
fiatterer of the Irish, in the bloody-shirt cam- 
paign against Southern States richts, and if any 
Southern State should now attempt to deprive 
negroes of suffrage, he would be the first to 
favor the settlement of that local 
affair by the armed interference of 
fhe central Government. His history 


is almost on a par with his reasoning, which 
deserves to be classed with Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt’s latest contribution, whereon Mr. 
Lecky has something to say. What Mr. Lecky 
has to say is contained in another column of 
the Times in the form of a letter. This is a 
criticism of Sir. William’s argument that the 
Home Rule measure n by Mr. Glad- 
stone aimed at simply the revival of Henry 
Grattan’s Irish liament. Mr. Lecky 
says the argument is absurd. Grattan’s Par- 
Hament, Mr. Lecky contends, placed the gov- 
ernment of Ireland in the hands of the Prot- 
estant gentry, who were bound to the — 
connection by the closest ties of interest and 
sentiment. ‘‘They were,’’ adds Mr. Lecky, 
‘*pre-eminently the representatives of prop- 
erty, whose political power has been Mr. Giad- 
stone’ss y object to destroy. The effect of 
his scheme would be to throw the government 
of Ireiand into the hands of men hitherto the 
— enemies of both property and the 
pire.

Church’s Call Receives an Af-

This news will be gratifying not alone to 
Pilgrim Church, but to the Congrega- 
tional denomination of the United States 
since Pilgrim Church is the leading represent- 
ative of that sect in the West and Southwest, 
and the pastor of it must necessarily 
assume a National prominence in the councils 
of the church. There was scarce- 
ly 4 man in his denomination 
more generally known throughout the coun- 
try than the late pastor of ret Church 
Rev. C. L. Goodell, D. D., and if the future of 
Dr. Stimson is modeled after his past he will 
enjoya distinction and wield a power in the 
metropolis of the yy meg Valley he could 
never obtain in any church ina New England 
city outside of Boston. This point 
no doubt was impressed upon 
him most forcibly as the leading men of the 
denomination in the West and East also 
bave been deluging him with correspond- 
ence urging him to accept the call. Dr. Stim- 
son bas doubtiess had a struggle, as he 
says in his dispatch, to ee himself 
from his associations at Worcester. The 
church there—Union—is 
largest New England, 
nevolent contributions last 
amounting to $64,000. Its membership is small, 
numbering but 424, but it is wealthy and capa- 
bie of doing a great deal of work under a 
great preacher. 

Rev. Henry A. Stimson, D. D., the new pas- 
tor, is in the prime of life, having just turned 
40. He was ordained in 1870,and until 1880 filled 
the pulpit of Plymouth Ohurch, Minneapolis,

He sa fne- looking man physic- 
ally, being six feet high and having an athietic 
and powerful frame. He has black hair 
and whiskers, and in his — 2 pulpit 
passages, when he gets well fired up, comes 
very near one’s conception of a platform ora- 
tor.

It is not expected that Dr. Stimson will be- 
gin his pastoral work at Pilgrim before the 
middle of September, because of the 
inexpediency of changing climate duri the 
summer. The authorities of Pilgrim will send 
a congratulatory telegram to Dr. Stimson to- 
morrow.

TEXAS OROPS. 


Serious Injury Inflicted by Recent Cold 
Spells and Drouth. 


GALVESTON, June 8.—The News this morning 
contains crop reports from 200 points in eighty 
counties in Texas, embracing the entire cot- 
ton, corn and small grain sections of the 
State. The acreage under cultivation shows 
an increase over 1885 approximating 12 per 
cent. The severely cold weather of the win- 
ter and early spring inflicted serious injury 
upon wheatand many counties report losses 
of nearly 80 per cent. Oate in consequence of 
the drouth are in a number of counties, a 
complete failure, andthe entirec will not 
amount to more than half the yield of last 
year. Corn fs needing rain, but in most lo- 
calities has not yet sustained serious damage. 
Cotton, though abouttwo weeks late on an 
average, and smali, except in the coast coun- 
ties where the piant has commenced bloom- 
ing, ia clean and free of and weeds and 
has not yet sustained any injury of any con- 
sequence on account of dry weather. 


Long Drouth Ended. 


FortH WorTH, Tex., June 3.—The long 
drought, so far as this section is concerned, 
was ended last evening by beavy rain. Re- 
ports received show that the rain extends to 


Harrold, on the north, 144 miles; to Goldth- 
waite, southwest, 100; to San Angelo, west, 
120; to Arlington, 15 miles. Oorn and cotton 
will now make heavy crops, wilile the rain isa 
reat benefit tocattle. The rain continued 
uring the night and may become general. Re- 
ports from the West show that cattle have 
been dying at an enormous rate. This 
worth millions of dollars to cattle men.

A CURIVUS PREDICAMENT. 


The City of Galveston Threatened with a 
Water Famine. 


GALVESTON, Tex., June %.—This city is 
threatened with a water famine unless rain 
falls within a few days. Fresh water is now 
being sold on the street at 50 cents per barrel, 
and ten days more will double this price. Ow- 
ing to the sandy soil of the level with the sea, 
underground cisterns are very few, there be- 
ing less than thirty underground reservoirs in 
the city of 55,000 inhabitants. Nearly all of the 
fresh water is beldin large wooden tanks lo- 
cated in the rear of the houses. These tanks 
are all empty, except halfa dozen larger ones, 
and the people are buying water for house- 
hold purposes. The Water-works of the city 
use salt water altogether, so that as soon as 
the remaining few inches of water in the 
larger tanks is exhausted, all fresh water for 
Gaiveston must be brought in tanks from 
Houston, fifty miles distant. The large tank 
under the roof of the Cotton Exchange be- 
came dry forthe first time since the building 
was erected, ten years ago. At the hotels, bar- 
ber-shops and down-town bath-houses salt 
water is in general use. The last rain fell here 
on April 24, but prior to that date there had 
been no rain for two months.

A reminder of the polar waves of winter was 
in the air this morning.

This fall of fourteen degrees in June 
is nothing so very remarkable, and it 
came like a benediction last night to human- 
ity which had been tossing about in the sultry 
night air for the week previous. 

The rainstorm of Tuesday evening moved 
Eastward rapidly, and yesterday deluged the 
Ohio and Tennessee valicys, Nashville receiy- 
ing a flood of two and a half inches of §water 
in twenty-four hours, and Indlanapolis receiv- 
ing a good portion of the rain cloud too. As 
the storm passed eastward and the low 
barometer moved off, a high barometer 
area developed in the Nortuwest and West of 
such decided intensity that it couldn't 
hold its cool air and Ile it flow 
off southward wrapping the sweltering South 
in its cool embrace. The Signal indications 
are thatthe high barometer area will move 
eastward slowly, which will cause the temper- 
ature to rise slowly.

THE BUILDING TRADES. 


End of the Eight-Hour Move—The Planing- 
Mill Strike—Netes. 


There was this morning prospect of a 
general lock-out in the building lines 
would leave idie about 15,000 
men. At the time of the inaugura- 
tion of the  planing-mill strike all 


the mills, with the exception of one or 4wo 
stood up tor ten hours. The Phenix mill did 
not, but effected a compromise on nine hours 
with a 10 per cent increase, but this move did 
notsuitthe Amalgamated Council of Build- 
ing Trades, who ordered the men 
to quit work if they could not 
get eight hours. Only twenty out 
of the sixty men employed obeyed the order. 
Several ineffectual attempts were made to pre- 
vent the men from working,and then an order 
to stop work on a couple of buildings where the 
Pheonix material was used was issued, with- 
out any effect. Finally the Amaigamated 
Council ordered a boycott on the mill, 
insisting that no work should be done ona 
building where the Phonix furnished supplies. 
The Master Builders’ Association, anticipating 
some move ofthe kind on the part of the 
strikers,resolved at their last meeting to abide 
by the decision of the Central Council of the 
Masters’ Association, who decided that 
if the boycott on the Phenix Mill was not raised 
by Monday, June 7, all work on buildings in 
the city would be stopped entirely. The con- 
tractors said they could with very little loss 
let up on work altogether, as they have not 
been taking contracts of ony importance, ex- 
pecting trouble of some kind.
